J very much ap- 
preciate the one who gave me 
the information concerning the 
report. He did right ia report- 
ing to me so [ could make in- 
vestigation, but it would have 
been doing the accnsed party 
a grave injustice ior him = to 
have written others about the 
inatter or passed if ou by word 
of mouth, He then would 
have fallen under the title of 
this article and been using 
words without knowledge. 

Paul gives special instruc- 
tions and warnings against vain 
couversation and evil surmis- 
ing. “For thereare many unru- 
ly and vain talkers and deceivers 
« x «Whose mouths must be 
stopped.” (Titus 1:10, 11) it 
is certainly vain to use words 
without Knowledge, and such 
conversation will surely pro- 
duce no good results.  [magi- 
nations, evil surmisings and 
vain conversation all belong to 
the family of “No-good” and 
always produce unsatisfactory 
results. 

The Chureh of God stands 
for facts, and not for imagina- 
tions, theories or questiona- 
ble reports, therefore its 1aem- 
bers should be very careful a- 
bout passing on some re- 
proachful report when they do 
not know whether the report 
istrue or not. And even if 
the report is true it is not a 
show of love to be a tattler 
or busybody and tell every 


thing youknew. = I[tisa faith. 





ful saying—**Whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he al- 
so reap,’ and if you talk 
things about others you need 
expect nothing else than some 
body will talk the same or 
similar things about you. An 
observance of the golden rule 
will prevent many heartaches 
and protect the observer from 
much trouble 

Which he may expect when 

he does that which will at- 

tract or draw the trouble to 

himself, “Therefore all 

things whatsoever ye would 

that men should do to you, do 
ye ever so to them.’ —Jesus. 

Then if you wish to be spoken 

well of, speak well of others. 

[thas been said, “‘He that 
diggeth a pit for another shall 
fall into it himeself.”’ 9 This 
was probably taken from Ps. 
7:15,16. ““He made a pit, 
and digged it, and is fallen 
into the diteh which he made. 

His misehief shall return up- 
on his own head, and his vio- 
lent dealing shall come down 
upon his own pate.” 

[ have heard people groan 
and chafe under some tale 
told on them, They could 
scarcely bear it, and at the 
saine time they were engaged 
in a stream of conversation 
throwing back the same kind 
of reproach on the other par- 
tier. It has been said repeat- 
edly, “If you don’t want a 
gunto kick you never shoot 
one.’ Then if you don't 
want anything impolite said 
of you never allow yourself to 
say anything impolite of 
others. 

Too much talk and a mul- 
tiplicity of words does not re- 
ceive a high commendation 
from the Bible any way, sv it 


unnecessary 
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might be well in many eases 
to decrease the volume of 
words that flow from the lips 
of many. “He that uttereth 
nslander, is a fool. In the 
multitude — of there 
wanteth not sin: but he that 
refraineth his lips is wise.’’ 
(Prov. 10-18,19.) “SA fool 
uttereth all his mind: but a 
wise man keepeth it in till 
afterwards.’,(Prov. 29:11. ) 

When I was a school boy 
in impression was made on 
my mind by a song | heard 
sung by a singing master that 
vistited our school. The 
song was titled,”*Don’t talk 
when you've nothing tosay,”’ 
and these words were repeated 
at the end of every verse. In 
later years] saw the beauty 
ofthe sentiment of the song. 
1} put forth some effort in try- 
ing to cultivate that habit in 
my life. Just how much 
success I have had in the ef- 
fort will not be considered at 
this time, but suffice it to say 
] have endeavered to be 
thoughtful about my express- 
ions so] would not be guilty 
of uttering words without 
knowledge. 

This determination on my 
part has moved me to a _ close

eloser and more elaborate 
study of the Seripures has 
given mea ‘‘Thus saith the 
Lord’ so Ineither had to re- 
tractnor change my views. 
“Be sure vou are right and 
then go ahend”’ is a good rule 
to observe in all walks of life. 
A strict 
rule will prevent many dis- 
couragements and keep the 
observer from sending un- 
necessary pangs and cruel 
darts tothe hearts of friends 
and loved Judging 
from the way some use lan- 
guage and words they don’t 
seem to realize that others be- 
sides themselves have feelings 
that ean be touched by some 
thoughtless word. 

While it is good for one to 
be so dead to what may be 
spoken about them that it 
will have but little or no ef- 
fect on them, yet how few 
there can be found who are 
in that state. This being the 
case we cannot be too careful 
in the use of words. And be- 
sides this we don’t want to 
find ourselves, as was Job, 
using words without know- 
ledge. 

Again | wish to say that 
the closer we get to the Lord 
the fewer words we will use 
that we are not sure are the 
right words conveying the 
proper meaning. As We ap- 
proach the depth of spiritual- 
ity that is our privilege, the 
more careful we will be about 
the use of words that might 
wount the feelings of others. 
Deep spirituality makes one 
more tender and gentle to- 
ward all men. ‘‘And the 
servant ofthe Lord must « « 
be gentle unto all men. (2 
Tim, 2:24. )
